I he biggest threat to this rosy 
outlook is the prospect that rising 
costa, chiefly as the result of the 
recently signed labor contract, will 
force steel prices up and touch ofT 
a new inflationary spiral. 
Many observers feel competition from 
abroad and government pressure w ill 
cause the steel industry to put off price 
increases for as long as it can absorb 
the increased costs. 
Some people are 
not so optimistic, however, 
The Food Field 
Reporter, for i n- 
rtanre, believes “steel prices will come 
despite the hypocrites who cry that the 
reverse is true.” 
The food industry, says the bi-month­ 
ly trade publication, will be “particu­ 
larly affected, not alone by the ad­ 
vanced cost of steel . . . but by another 
wave of inflation which will make costs 
increase and, perhaps, make more dif­ 
ficult sales and merchandising through 
consumer resistance to higher prices,” 
.lust as important. Food Field Re­ 
porter says, is that the steel strike set­ 
tlement “also advances another most 
inimical threat to the food manufac­ 
turer in his role as a major employer 
of labor . . . Certainly if labor employed 


by the steel industry can achieve bene­ 
fits that total alxmt $60 a month, labor 
in food and everywhere else will at­ 
tempt. wage advances.” 
Editor Roy Miller writes: “Certainly 
everyone must rejoice that the one 
black cloud obscuring prosperity for the 
coming year has finally been removed. 
Hut one can pay too high a price for 
any good and this is certainly such an 
occasion.” 
Decrying the “selfish action that fur­ 
ther decreases the value of our cur­ 
rency,” Mr. Miller warns: 
“If labor is never to Ik» stopped in its 
inflationary wage demands, the greatest 
ills lie ahead for the food industry and 
for every industry, and for the nation 
itself. 
“At the end of the path lies runaway 
inflation 
and 
the 
financial 
ruin 
of 
everyone who d o e s not have his funds 
in tangible assets. 
At that time there 
would b e a depression that might for­ 
ever blast the current system of gov­ 
ernment.” 
The editorial writer shudders to 
think what would happen if all the 
producers and 
handlers of food 
were suddenly granted the equiva­ 
lent of an additional $60 a month 
in wages and benefits. 
“The increased cost 
of food.” he 
points out. “would produce a cry that 
would h e heard from tlie Atlantic to 
the Pacific.” 


W e shuddered too when we projected 
his thoughts to all other industries 
across the country. 
We could only en­ 
vision financial chaos in America and 
relegation of this nation to a second- 
class rating among world powers.

To get the "big picture" look 
at Federal payments to the 
public, a balance sheet that 
covers trust fund outlays as 
well as budget expenditures. In 
fiscal 1955, payments to t h e 
public exceeded budget outlays 
by $6 billion; in fiscal 1961. It 
Is estimated pavmenls will top 
budget expenditures by $16 4 
billion. 
Most of that rep re­ 
sents payments from the social 
security,
